There ate tao many thousands of 
farmers ‘in <co- operative undertakings 


for any doubt to be ‘dett that if. farm- 


ers wish: “to co-operate ‘they - freely 
may. “Now comésfrom Wisconsin a 
court, decision that if farmers under- 
take - to co-operate» they ‘ fnust. co- 
operate. Hithérto the difficulty has 
been that the’ farmers would. desert 
** pools ’’ if théy thought iit to, their 
profit. ..A few days ago some free- 
lance buyers sought. to.make: bargains 
with members of’ a “Wisconsin .co- 
operative marketing pool; and the 
court forbade them. The tobacco 


farmers ° found themselvés free to 


agree to co-operate, / but having 
agreed to do so they could not sell 
above | the prices paid to the aca 
co-aperators. ~ 

It always has been a_ mystery why 
farmers sought exemption from the 
anti-trust law when there were literal- 
ly. thousands of farmers’ trusts and 
no record of prosecution ‘of any of 
them." Even in the last session. of 
Congress thé, agricultural bloc sought 
and obtained a cb-operative law for 
the particular benefit of farmers. Yet 
there was a. co-operative dairy. in, 


| Connecticut in 1810, and it may be 


doubted that any year has. since 
passed’ without farmers co-operating 
to- their, hearts’ content, and: some- 
timies to their hearts’ discontent. The 
Agricultural Department lately made 
a ‘slirvey: of 243 farmers’ associations 
and found that 200 failed for the 
same sort of reasons that trusts of 
other sorts fail. There is less differ- 
erice between farmers’ trusts and 
other trusts than the farmers think. 
In the law which the. President 
signed the farmers got power to~de- 
clare 8 per cent. dividends. If they 
are earned by service, they will ‘not 
be grudged. There will be np mourn- 
ing for the disappearance of the mid- 
diemen :who may be displaced by the 
farmers’ .combines, But the farmers 
must perfornf the middlemen’s. ser- 
vices if they are: to make an honest 
profit out of the public. . Too many 
farmers’ combines. have sought un- 
earned profit by walking under the 
capit#list trusts’ umbrella and charg- 
ing- more than the traffic would: bear.

LITERACY TESTS FOR VOTING, ° 

\The people of this State by the adop- 
tion of- a constitutional: amendment. in 
1921 made ability to read and write 
English @ condition of voting. This 
having been done;” it became necessary 
to provide for .a ;way° of. determining 
the literacy of those desiring’ to vote. 
ft was a natural .course to leave this 
duty to the officers of ‘election. Fol- 
lowing the example. of several .other 
‘States, a statute was enacted last 
year’ prescribing. that this test should 
be made by requiring the would-be 
voter to ‘read an extract from the Con- 
stitution “of the: State, drawn by lot, 
and to write somé of the words se- 
lected from the extract. The law is 
so ‘worded; however, as-to suggest, if 
literally interpreted, that the ability 
of the inspector of elections:to unde 
stand the candidate «is to be tested; 
for the new. voter is -to read -aloud 
‘* intelligibly-’’ the chance passege. ‘It 
might: easily: happen. that. a candidate 


could read .‘‘-intelligibly *’ to: one’ of} 


his own racial origin, who could not 
make himself intelligible to one of*an- 
other racial or political baekground. 
However this may be, the’ test should 
be given by those whose business it 
is to Know the language, ~who have 
had experience in teaching it,and -who 
know. how to. give tests in: English. 

Fortunately, in this State the. ma- 


chinery for such atest is already in’ 
existence, or at any rate can’ ,without |} 


greap expense/ or difficulty be ‘ex! 
tended, to provide for. drawing. on the 
literacy of new ‘voters and to. grant 
certificates which the officials of eleéc- 
tion may confidently rely upon. It is 
the educational examination system of 
the’.State. There is an*added: reason 
for asking the teachers of thé State 
to perform this important office, which 
gpught not to be discharged lightly or 
incompetently or - unequally over the 
State. No man. or’ woman of foreign 
birth should attain the franchise with- 


out coming ‘into touch ;with those who: 


teach our children and youth ‘of native 
birth. They are the best exponents, 
taking them as a body, of: the institu- 
tions :and ideals of our republic.
